But, with shrewd reorganisation 
of available resources, with the 18- 
man squad cut to 15, they went on 
to defeat Great Britain and later 
France, and thus completed the series 
unbeaten. 

Dick Poole, a 1956 Kangaroo cen- 
tre was captain-coach of our World 
Cup team. 

Recalling the dramatic events of 
12 years ago, Dick this week said 
the Australians had beaten New 
Zealand convincingly in Brisbane, 
and had not realised the heavy cost 
until the following day.

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AUSSIES STARTED GAME IN FRANCE 


Australia can take a lot of the 
credit for the introduction of Rugby 
League to France. As far back as 
1921 moves were being made to get 
the code going in France. 

That year Mr. George Ball, with 
the full support of his Kangaroo tour 
co-manager, Mr. W. A. Cann, went 
to Paris to try to arrange a match. 

The venture fell through but a 
similar move 1933-4 was a real win- 
ner. It led to the Kangaroos, man- 
aged by Messrs. Harry Sunderland 
and Wally. Webb, playing England 
on a snow-covered field at the fam- 
ous Stade Pershing on New Year’s 
Eve, 1933. 

The ground was against spectacular 
football but the Australians played 
so brilliantly and tackled so hard 
that the Frenchmen present were 
“sold” on the game. 

Those present included Jean Galia, 
a Union star at that time, and he 
immediately decided to form 2

French captain, Georges Ailleres, 
is the oldest member of the squad.

French League. Galia assembled a 
team of willing converts and took 
them to England for practical tition 
in the game. 

In their first match against Wigan 
led by Jim Sullivan they were beaten 
only 30-27 and it was a happy day 
for them when they beat Salford 
26-23, 

By the time the 1934 season started 
Galia had 12 teams ready to play in 
France and until 1939 the code pro- 
gressed rapidly. 

The Kangaroos of 1937-8 started 
the Australia-France Test series but 
the outbreak of war in 1939 put a 
damper on the code. It was revived 
immediately after the war and the 
1948-9 Kangaroos found that France 
had become quite strong and there 
was great interest in the game.

Just as the Brtiish team have their 
lion, the New Zealanders the kiwi 
and the Australians the kangaroo, the 
French “World” players have the 
chanticleer. 


The chanticleer, or coq. as the 
French know it, is the tricolor cock 
so prominentent on the French 
players’ uniforms and on their tour 
badges. 

The Coq Gaulois is traditional, 
stemming from olden times when 
France was known as Gaul. 


Eastern Suburbs players in Sydney 
also wear a tricolor jersey, similarly 
adorned with a bird, which club 
followers irreverently refer to as 
“The Rooster.” 
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CARLSON-—VERSATILE STAR 
OF 1967 SERIES 


One of the stars of the 1957 World Cup series in Australia 
was Brian Carlson, an outstanding international player who played 
in both Queensland and New South Wales. 


He was among the most versatile 
of Australia’s “greats”, playing with 
distinction at centre, wing and full- 
back. 

He was a stylish player in the 
classical mould. 

As a youth of 19 from Newcastle, 
Brian had a remarkable tour with 
the Kangaroos in 1952-53. 

He scored 29 tries in 19 matches 
and left a deep impression on Eng- 
lish experts. 

A serious injury when he was 
playing in the Wollongong area cost 
him the 1956-57 tour and threatencd 
to put him out of football for gond. 

But Carlson came back. He was 
a Test player in England and France 
again in 1959-60, when in 24 games, 
including five Tests, he scored 19 
tries and kicked 49 goals, thus 


amassing 155 points (behind Keith 
Bames'’ 222). He played eight Tests 






in all against Great Britain. 

Carlson will be remembered for 
his part in Australia’s World Cup 
success in 1957. 

After playing wing in Brisbane, 
where Australia downed New Zea- 
land, Carlson bad to play fullback 
against Great Britain in Sydney. 

Keith Barnes had been hurt in 
Brisbane; Ken McCaffery was first 
named fullback for the Sydney 
match, but with Keith Holman also 
put out of action, McCaffery moved 
to halfback. He had performed there 
with Sydney Easts before transferr- 
ing to Toowoomba. 


Both played extremely well, and 
they had the big crowd with them 
as Australia convincingly defeated 
the British side. 


Carlson subsequently had several 
seasons with North Sydney.

Schaaf said: “On my reckoning, 
a kicker in the American game 
would be on the field for maybe 
four minutes in four months. 

“Therefore, the deal we are offer- 
ing works out at something like 
$1785 a minute. 

“And the guy doesn't have to war- 
ry about injury of even raising a 
sweat... as long as he ‘can get 
the ball over the crossbar, he's 
worth his money to us. 

“If English and Australian League 
kickers have legs as good as I heard 
about, we sure have the cash,” 
Schaaf said. 

Depending on the success of his 
visit to England, Schaaf's team ex- 
ecutives may decide to send him to 
Australia during the World Cham- 
pionship series in May and June, or 
towards the end of the League sea- 
son in Sydney and Brisbane.

The late Herbert Henry Messenger 
had a wonderful career in Rugby 
League. 

And on the fact that though it 
ig 55 years since he last played his 
name is still a household word in 
Rugby League and he is still re- 
garded as the incomparable backline 
player. 

“The Master’, as he was known 
in his heyday and has been known 
ever since, was a wizard player and 
those who saw him play will not 
have that any player has ever ap- 
proached his standard. 


That his deeds have remained 
evergreen so many years after his 
career ended is the best proof which 
can be offered of Dally’s ability. 


Messenger ranks with Don Brad- 
man, Victor Trumper, Walter Lin- 
drum, Phar Lap and others at the 
very top of the Australian sports 
tree, 

But even now when a player takes 
an extraordinarily long kick at goal, 
you'll hear the cry, “Who does he 
think he is, Dally M?" Men who 
can go right back to the days when 
Dally was in his prime will never 
forget some of his exploits. 

Coming from the Double Bay dis- 
trict which gave Australia other 
champion Rugby League players in 








only the best of each era survives 
Which makes the fame of Dally 


“Sandy" Pearce and his son Joe, 
Dally learmed to kick in the local 
park. 

When he was not playing football 
he was out sailing and it was ac- 
cepted that his knowledge of winds 
was a big help in his uncanny goal- 
kicking. 

As a kid he could kick goals from 
around the halfway mark in bare 
feet at Double Bay Park. 

Dally was a unique natural foot- 
baller whose closest team-mates 
would never be able to pick what 
he would do any more than his op- 


ponents. 
Messenger never played to any 
planned campaign — all he was 


there for was to get the ball over 
the opposing line. 

Probably the story which hest 
sums up his outlook on a match 
was provided one day when he was 
playing with an Eastern Suburbs 
reserve team which he was captain- 
ing.

In 1911 Messenger established a 
scoring record for an Australian in 
a season when he notched 270 points. 


In 1911 when he ran up his rec- 
ord total Messenger scored 148 pts. 
in club games, scored eight tries and 
kicked 24 goals against Queensland, 
two tes and 16 goals for NSW 
against New Zealand and kicked six 
goals for Metropolis v. Northern 
Districts. 

One of the highest tributes paid 
Dally was his selection to accom- 
pany the New Zealand All Golds to 
England in 1907. 

Dally played for the Pioneers 
against Baskerville’s team at the 
Cricket Ground in 1907 and was 
such a sensation that Baskerville in- 
sisted on taking him to England with 
the side. They never regretted adopt- 
ing him as a Kiwi for the trip as 
English crowds flocked to see him 
in action. 

Dally went again the next year, 
1908, as a member of the first Kan- 
garoos, being vice-captain. 

Messenger still holds the individ- 
ual interstate scoring record with 32 
Points from one match in 1911. 

That day “The Master” scored 
four tries and kicked ten goals — 
two efforts which have seldom been 
bettered. 


No wonder they called him “The

The 1965-67 Kiwi, Roger Tait, 
selected fullback in N.Z.’s World 
Championship squad has established 
an amazing record with his goal- 
kicking since he first played senior 
Rugby League at the age of 19 in 
1958. 

Tait holds the New Zealand record 
for the most number of points scor- 
ed in a season; a mammoth 468 
during 1961, in only 38 games. 

During his 10 years of senior foot- 
ball Tait has totalled more than 
2000 points. 

His record includes:— 1959, 239 
points; 1960, 207; 1961, 468; 1962. 
232; 1964, 206; 1967, 201. 

He is one of the few players who 
has represented two provinces in 
New Zealand, having played for 
both Auckland and Waikato. 

He was a Waikato. representative

from 1959 until 1962 and has been 
an Auckland — representative since 
1965. 

He was a New Zealand schoolboy 
representative in 1952, and played 
most of his early football at fulll- 
back. In 1960 he concentrated on 
five-eighth. 

He is a short, well-balanced run- 
ner, with ability to spot a gap in the 
defence. 

His training in the backline has 
helped him become a dangerous full- 
back. 

In his 31 games for New Zealand 
he has totalled 152 points, with 67 
goals and six tries. 

He is at present the fifth highest 
peint scorer for New Zealand. 
Strangely, all but one of his six 
tries for New Zealand have come 
when he has been playing fullback.

THERE MUST BE A CHAMPIONSHIP FINAL 


The two leading teams after the 
three rounds of the World series 
will play-off in a final, to decide the 
Championship, at the Sydney Cricket 
Ground on Monday, June 10, 

There must be a final this time, 
no matter what ‘he difference in the 
match results of the two top teams. 

When the Championship (then 
known as the World Cup) was 
staged in Australia (Sydney and 
Brisbane) in 1957, Australia beat 
each of the other three countries 
and was declared the winner. 


On the remaining day Australia 
Played “The Rest”. 

There has been only one final in 
the World Tournament; that was in 
France in 1954, when Britain and 
France had tied in the preliminary 
rounds having themselves played a 
draw and having each beaten Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand. 

Great Britain won the final, which 
was played in Paris. 

Should two or more teams finish 
equal second, the team with the best 
record in points ‘for’ and ‘against’ 





will qualify for the final. 

Two replacements will be permit- 
ted up to the start of the second 
half, “for any reason”. 

This is a departure from the rule 
observed in domestic football in 
Australia, under which the substi- 
tutions can take place only when 
players have been injured. 

Great Britain, France and New 
Zealand favour a team having the 
right to make a change, say, if a 
coach is not satisfied with a player’s 
performance.

ELTON RASMUSSEN 
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The Mighty Vollenhoven 


Goes

LONDON.—The departure home 
to South Africa of Tom Van Vollen- 
hoven marks the end of an era for 
Rugby League fans in St. Helens. 
For eleven seasons the South African 
speedster has graced the Saints’ team 
with his wing play and has left them 
very many happy memories. 

St. Helens were lucky to get 
Vollenhoven. He might so casily 
have signed for Wigan — but Central 
Park’s Joss was Knowsley Road's 
gain. Nor did it take him long to 
get going. He soon shawed himself 
to be a prolific try-scorer and it is 
a mark of his prowess in this respect 
that he headed the Rugby League 
try list in each of his first three full 
seasons. 

His defensive qualities too, though 
often overshadowed by his scoring 
potential, were ample demonstration 
that there was a wingman who would 
be ranked among the all-time greats. 

Born of Dutch descent in the 
Orange Free State in April, 1935, Van 
Vollenhoven won R.U. representative 
honours when he represented South 
Africa against the 1955 British Lions. 
A year later he toured Australia and 
New Zealand to add further distinc- 
tion to his playing record. 

Rugby League clubs were now 
beginning to show an interest. Tne 
Jate George Duckwortr, who was 
scorer and baggage master to the 
1956 M.C.C. cricket team to South 
Africa, met Tom in Pretoria and told 
him of the prospects that the Rugby 
League game had to offer. 

Wigan made a substantial offer but 
it was the St. Helens representative 
who got a promise of acceptance. 
On October 19th, 1957, Tom and his 
wife Leonie arrived at London Air- 
port. A week later a crowd number- 
ing 23.000 saw him make his debut in 
England. 

Leeds provided the opposition and 
the Knowsley Road spectators were 
treated to a 36-7 victory with a 
hat-trick of tries from Alex Murphy.

But as the score mounted what they 
were agog for was a try from Tom 
Van Vollenhoven. It came near the 
end of the game, and in a fashion 
that was to become familiar to St. 
Helens enthusiasts. 


That was the first of many, and 
as the next few seasons unfolded the 
tries for Vollenhoven and the honours 
for the St. Helens club began to 
mount up. One high-light was the 
breaking of Alf Ellaby’s 32 years 
old club record of 55 tries. This 
came in a game against Workington 
Town on April 21st, 1959, when Tom 
had two tries towards a 36-14 vic- 
tory. 

Less than a month later he recor- 
ded what many of his keenest ad- 
mirers still recall as his most 
wonderful try. A great effort for a 
great occasion. It was the 1959 Lea- 
gue Championship Final against 
Hunslet a: Odsal. The Saints were 
behind when he beat man after man 
in a run of three-quarters the length 
of the field to score by the posts. 
That try revitalised St. Helens and 
was the first of a Vollenhoven hat- 
trick in a record 44-20 win. 


Then there was that Wembley try 
in 1961, seen by 94,672 spectators at 
the Stadium and by very many more 
who were watching the Final on 
television. Dick Huddart and Ken 
Large made the running for Tom 
to put the finishing touches to a 
length of the pitch move which will 
be talked about for years to come. 


There were a whole lot more, af 
course, and we can be sure that the 
name Tom Van Vollenhoven will 
always be held in high esteem—not 
only in St. Helens but on many other 
Rugby League grounds where his 
artistry and his spartsmanship were 
appreciated. 


The build-up of tries to Vollen- 
hoven and honours to St. Helens 
during his reign at Knowsley Road
